Many Relief Agencies at Work 
A majority of the 
population of 102,000 men, women and chil­ 
dren were on the streets, hundreds milling 
about the police lines 
thrown up in the business district fire area. 
Relief agencies were at 
work caring for the scores of injured 
and those in need of food and shelter. 
Six bank s damaged by flames were under heav y 
guard. In their 
fire-proof v aults rested currency and v aluable papers. 
Twenty-fiv e of the city's principal buildings were in ruins. These 
included three hotels, two theaters, a club, two newspaper plants and 
a dozen business block s and mills.

M any boys used to dream of being Indian fight­ 
ers. Since the Indian fighting business slowed down, 
they are ready to go in for anything th at is novel 
and adventurous. 
The perform ance of thrilling and daring feats 
looks more attractive to the average boy than g rea t 
political or financial success. The boy world does not 
probably adm ire Lindy so much because of his won­ 
derful poise of character and services to science, as 
because he has done thing 3 that take very rare 
courage. 
This longing for adventure leads m any boys to 
disregard the excellent advice of their parents, and 
strik e off fa r from home on some wild enterprise. 
The tim idity of cautious grown-ups often prevents 
them from achieving anything worth doing, yet the 
adventurous spirit of youth leads it to do daredevil 
things th a t bring it to grief. The boy who is longing 
for some g re a t adventure would better take hold and 
see if he can conquer the little difficulties of every 
day life. 
A fte r he m asters tuem, it will be time 
enough for him to s ta rt out to bring the world to his 
feet. 


Copy ing Criminals 


I t is ra th e r discouraging to read the list of m ur­ 
ders and kidnappings compiled the other day by the 
U nited Press. 
This list showed a veritable wave of such crimes 
in the U nited States during the past few weeks. The 
list begins with the atrocious murder of Marion 
P a rk e r in Los Angeles by Edward Hickman; and the 
end, apparently, is not yet. 
It seems as if these acts were in some way con­ 
tagious; as if m en all over the country had criminal 
impulses lying dorm ant witnin them and were led to 
indulge in them by hearing of other crimes. And it is 
precisely th at aspect of the situation that is discour- 
aging; the thought th a t there is such a wide-spread 
response to a crim inal suggestion. 
A nd yet, ii you care to stop and think about it, 
there is another side to it. 
M ay it not be possible, after all, that a strikingly 
good deed also would find imitators everyw here? 
Isn t there a chance th a t truly unselfish, h um anitar­ 
ian act would prove even more contagious ? 
W e believe it would. We believe that the distress- 
ing features th a t m a r our culture exist, not because 
of any lack of goodness in the hearts of the average 
m a n and woman, but simply because we lack lead­ 
ers who will sound the right chord. 
Lindbergh touched such a chord last sum m er; do 
you recall the response? 
Everywhere there were 
young men and women who wanted to emulate him 
To be sure, m any of the flights thus brought about 
led to tragedy, and the waste of active young lives 
w as saddening, yet w as not this outpouring of dar-

Many Relief Agencies at Work 
A m ajority of the 
population of 102,000 men, women and chil­ 
dren were on the streets, hundreds milling about the police lines 
thrown up in the business district fire area. 
Relief agencies were at 
work caring for the scores of injured 
and those in need of food and shelter. 
Six banks damaged by flames wore under heavy guard. In their 
fire-proof vaults rested currency and valuable papers. 
Twenty-five of the city's principal buildings were in ruin*. These 
included three hotels, two theaters, a club, two newspaper plants and 
a dozen business blocks and mills. 
Firemen Weary and lee Sheeted 
Ice sheeted and weary firemen from M assachusetts and Rhode Is­ 
land cities and towns worked in the ruins. 
The national guardsmen 
on duty wore commanded by Colonel Harry A. Skinner.

that a decimeter is 1-10 of a meter, 
and a centimeter 
is 1-100 of a 
meter and a millimeter is 1-1000 of 
! a meter, thus these three words 
decimeter, centimeter and milli­ 
meter are directly relative, as in 
Latin, the word deci means IO, 
centi means IOO, and milli means 
1000, and all are even numbers, IO, 
IOO, and 1000, are easy to remem­ 
ber, because they are either 1-10 or 
IO times as much as the next one. 
Those who have studied the Metric 
system will find that a Metric ton 
is equal to 2200 lbs. in the English 
system, so if a man would buy a 
ton of coal .according to the Met­ 
ric system he would get 200 more 
pounds than in the English system. 
“Today we are having better 
school and a better way to gain an 
I education than the people of yes- 
i terday. More and more, people are 
studying in the scientific world. 
I In a Physics class in high school a

But these boys would want an automobile or an air­ 
plane now. 
Many boys used to dream of being Indian fight­ 
ers. Since the Indian fighting business slowed down, 
they are ready to go in for anything that is novel 
and adventurous. 
The performance of thrilling and daring feats 
looks more attractive to the average boy than great 
political or financial success. The boy world does not 
probably admire Lindy so much because of his won­ 
derful poise of character and services to science, as 
because he has done things that take very rare 
courage. 
This longing for adventure leads many boys to 
disregard the excellent advice of their parents, and 
strike off far from home on some wild enterprise. 
The timidity of cautious grown-ups often prevents 
them from achieving anything worth doing, yet the 
adventurous spirit of youth leads it to do daredevil 
things that bring it to grief. The boy who is longing 
for some great adventure'would better take hold and 
see if he can conquer the little difficulties of every 
day life.
